Girard Given 
Suspended 3 
Year Sentence 


MA KB ASH I. Japan m — GI 
William S. G irard was convicted 
today of .shooting down a woman 
scrap collector to satisfy a "m o­ 
m entary caprice." A three-judge 
Japanese court gave him a three- 
year suspended prison sentence 
and put him on probation for a 
fourth year. 
Girard called the verdict after 
the three-month 
trial "kind 
of 
tough" but said he was glad the 
court "gave me another chance.’* 
The 22-year-old soldier from Ot­ 
tawa, IIL, and his Japanese bride 
are scheduled to leave for the 
United States quickly if neither 
prosecution nor defense appeals 
the verdict during the next 11 
days.

In addition, of Americans living today it is estim ated that 
4.750,000 will develop diabetes during the course of their 
lives. 
Thus, you or some m em ber of your family may he a dia­ 
betic. Neglect of the disease invariably results in serious 
som etim es fatal— complications.

acres "off limits” with "No Hunt­ 
ing” Signs. 
Why are more faimers denying 
hunters th** us# of their land? Not 
because they' 
are 
cantankerous 
cusses. Most 
farmers are toler­ 
ant men hut they often feet they 
are forced to put up the signs to 
protect their property and livest­ 
ock, 


A majority of farmers do somr 
hunting and don't 
want 
to dent 
that pleasure to others, but 
thev 
want some control over who Is do­ 
ing what on their land. That was 
brought out in a recent poll of ta, 
farmers by Wallaces' Farm er, a 
farm publication of the Corn State. 
The poll showed that IS percent 
of all farmers jelled thought hun 
ters should ask permission to hunt. 
Twelve percent said they preferr­ 
ed no hunting, but did not fnrjbid 
It. Seven torrent said they flatly 
forbid hunting on their property 
and ft percent said they welcome 
hunters, 


Farmers who 
themselves hunt 
have a more lenient attitude than 
those who do not. 
However, 
the 
percentage is stilt in the hunter's 
favor Of thoxe who hunt, 83 per­ 
cent said hunters should ask per­ 
mission. 7 percent said they're we­ 
lcome. ft percent prefer no hunting 
and 4 percent forbade, Non hunt­ 
ers gave these figures: 84 percent 
said permission should he a-ked, 
JO percent preferred no hunting, 
ll percent forbade hunting, and 5 
percent said they're welcome 
Here are some of the comments: 
"Only wav is to keep all hunt*** 
rs out ” . "Might ax well gi\e th­ 
em i>ermission. They'll sneak in 
anyway.” . ."Each hunter should 
have to park in the farmer's yard” 
" If the hunter ti«e* ordinary care 
aoout gate** and livestock, I don't 


object at all." 
If we mentally walk in the far­ 
mer’s shoes a while, we get a be­ 
tter understanding of his reason­ 
ing He's trying to build up his land 
and at the same time wrestle a li­ 
ving from it through long 
hours 
every day. Then comes a group of 
hunters who have no reipect for 
his property or the work he's put 
into it They tear down his fences, 
leave gates open for cattle to stray 
scare livestock,

hit an animal When that happen* 
he feels there is nothing left to do 
but put up "No Hunting" 
signs. 
True, few hunters are so incon­ 
siderate but the ones who aren’t 
often ha vt to take the rap for th# 
ones who are What can wt do a* 
individuals to improve the situat­ 
ion'' Always ask permission to hu­ 
nt on the other man's land, Tak# 
time to make sure the gate* ar# 
closed and be careful with fences. 
stork And above all show him von 
respect his property and his rights. 
Don’t shoot near building* or live­ 
stock. H e’s grunting you a privi­ 
lege. appreciate it. 
Those things might not soh*# th# 
problem, hut they’ll help.

and the State Chamber of Comm­ 
erce immediately declared them 
ambiguous and lacking in stand­ 
ards.” 
‘‘The new regulations serve to 
cast turther doubt on the taw’s co­ 
nstitutionality, 
“ State 
Chamber 
officials said. 
Earlier, 
the 
chamber officials 
had charged that the new law i s 
seriously 
hampering, 
and 
even j 
blocking, 
construction of schools j 
sewage treatment 
facilities 
and 
other public works projects in out-! 
state 
Missouri. Citing particular 1 
cases, the State Chamber declared 
that metropolitan wage rates arc , 
being arbitrarily “ determined’’ a 
prevailing rates’* on projects i n 
rural areas, forcing abandonment 
of many of the projects because of 
the resulting increase in constru­ 
ction costs*. In numerous other ca­ 
ses, the projects are being delayed 
or postponed, the State Chamber 
said, and in most cases the law is ’ 
creating additional pressures 
for 
local tax increases to meet increa 
sed costs. 
“ The law is not resulting in the 
establishment of true prevailing j 
wage rates, and likely will not do 
so under the new regulations an-! 
nounced by 
the State Industrial 
Commission” , the State Chamber 
said today. 
The 
Industrial 
Commission 
is 
responsible for administration of 
the law, which provides for wage 
floors to be established for mem-1 
hers of each craft employed o n 
public, works projects on the bash 
of the “ prevailing wage” for each 
craft in the county where the work 
is being performed. 
Because of the adverse affects 
of the law on public improv em ent, 
plans of municipalities and other; 
governmental units over the state, 
a protest movement is building up I 
rapidly, the State Chamber said, 
in fact, officials declared, a move­ 
ment among affected public bod­ 
ies to pool their resources for a 
court challenge of the law appears 
to be growing by leaps and bounds 
One of the newlv-announced ad-, 
minstrative regulations, outlining 
methods 
for making “ prevailing , 
wage” determinations, points u p 1 
the basis for a widely held belief 
that the law is 
unconstitutional. 
This regulation provide; that if 
a standard rate is paid to a majo­ 
rity of those employed in a part­ 
icular job classification for work 
of a similar nature in 
the area, 
that rate shall be the “ prevailing 
rate” for work on a public works 
project. However, if no majority 
is paid at the same rate, then the 
rate paid to the “ greater numb r” 
will be used, even though this is 
no more than 30 percent of those 
employed. 
An average rate will 
pe used as the “ prevailing rate” 
only if it can be show n that lo- s 
than 30 percent receive the same 
rate.
